Council's 
'No' to new 
plans for 
Market 

GREENWICH Council’s Planning 
Board has rejected an application to 
redevelop Greenwich’s historic 
covered market. 

The application - from Greenwich 
Hospital Estates - would have seen the 
construction of a new development 
including new retail space, offices, a 104- 
bed hotel, together with a modern cover 
for the market. 

The Planning Board heard from 
residents, traders, and other interested 
parties, as well as local ward councillors. 
There were speakers in favour of the 
development as well as those opposing it. 

Councillors unanimously rejected the 
application on the grounds that it was an 
over-development of the town centre. 
They also believed that the proposed 
materials were out of keeping with the 
historic nature of the town centre, and 
that the scheme could add to traffic 
congestion in the town centre. 

Council leader Chris Roberts said: “The 
Council is not opposed to new building in 
the town centre, but it has to be in 
proportion to the area’s existing 
buildings and in keeping with the area’s 
unique heritage. 

“Councillors felt on balance that this 
scheme was not the right one for the 
town centre, and therefore we voted to 
reject the application.” 

An application to build a temporary 
replacement market in the grounds of 
the Old Royal Naval College, which had 
also been submitted, was subsequently 
withdrawn from the agenda. 

The decision is subject to appeal by the 
applicants.

Why we 
should go 
for ‘soft’ 
option 



TO me, if a young 
person dies in an 
intensive care unit 
and their organs 
are not donated, 
that’s a waste. 

I remember the 
tragic case of a 
young man, aged 
about 20, who was 
killed in a road 
traffic accident. 
Not one good 
thing came of it. 
He was dead. The 
family were 
devastated and, in 
their grief, didn’t 
want to entertain 
the prospect of 
organ donation. 
Yet when relatives 
do say yes, they 
can gain solace 
because there’s 
something 
tangible left 
behind that’s a 
marker for 
someone’s life. 
Organ donation is 
incredibly 
important. But we 
have ever- 
increasing 
waiting lists of 
people needing a 
transplant. It’s 
around 8,000 at the 
moment, but in 
2003-4 it was 6,061. 
We should move to 
the same system 
of “soft” 

presumed consent 
as in Spain. There, 
people are 
assumed to have 
agreed to their 
organs being 
removed unless 
they have refused 
permission or 
their family 
objects at the end 
of their life. 
Donation rates 
there are three 
times ours, yet a 
recent ICM poll for 


the BBC found 
that 66 per cent of 
people said they 
supported 
presumed 
consent. 

When it looks like 
a patient is brain 
dead, the family 
should 

automatically be 
approached by a 
professional, 
compassionate, 
knowledgeable 
person to talk 
about organ 
donation. That is 
done in some 
places, but staff 
aren’t consistently 
good at it. Some 
doctors in 
hospitals are not 
approaching 
families. Some 
doctors simply 
don’t raise the 
subject. The 
Organ Donation 
Taskforce has 
proposed making 
payments to 
hospitals to cover 
the extra costs to 
intensive care 
units of looking 
after patients 
until their organs 
can be 

transplanted. 
Personally - and I 
accept that this is 
a controversial 
point of view - 1 
also favour the 
state paying some 
or all of an organ 
donor’s funeral 
expenses. From a 
compassionate 
point of view, 
helping them have 
a decent burial 
would be a sign 
from society that 
we are grateful.

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Six arrested in burglary crackdown 


SIX men have been arrested 
following an intelligence-led 
operation by the Shooters 
Hill Safer Neighbourhoods 
team. Two men were arrested 
for “going equipped”. They 
were carrying a bag of over 
40 tools modified to break 
into cars and homes. 


One man was arrested for 
driving a stolen motorbike 
and was also in breach of his 
curfew, while another man 
was caught acting 
suspiciously and arrested 
after a short car chase. 

Two further individuals were 
arrested for driving a 


suspected stolen vehicle, 
possession of offensive 
weapons and driving without 
licence or insurance. 

PC Bill Smart, from the 
Greenwich Borough 
Intelligence Unit, said: “The 
tools were part of the most 
sophisticated burglary kit I 


have ever seen.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services, said: “This 
operation has prevented a 
number of burglaries in the 
borough, which is a great 
result for the community.” 



Prize time for young people who 
gave views on services for disabled 


YOUNGSTERS who gave 
their views on future 
services for disabled children 
were rewarded with ipods 
and shopping vouchers. 

Four lucky winners received 
their gifts last month after 
taking part in a consultation 
arranged by Greenwich Council. 

They commented on the 
Aiming Higher for Disabled 
Children scheme which is set to 
bring about improved services, 
give more support to families so 
they can take short breaks and 
also give disabled children and 
young people a greater say in 
their future needs. 

The council recently agreed 
how it would spend an extra 
£585,000 of government funding 
to support the developments 
over the next two years. 

This includes £100,000 
towards the redevelopment of 
the Wensley Close Centre and 
£50,000 for specialist outdoor 
play equipment, allowing 
families to take all their 
children to the same play areas.

During her visit Cllr Smith 
told GT: “It was great to meet 
the winners and their families 
and also see some of the great 
work which took place at the 
Charlton Summer Scheme. 

“It’s crucial that we speak 
directly to disabled children 
and their families to make 
sure that we prioritise those 
things which will make a real 


difference to their lives. 
Aiming Higher for Disabled 
Children puts their needs at 
the heart of our plans and we 
are determined that they can 
continue to shape the future 
improvements to help support 
their families.” 

It was the first year that 
special schools were commiss- 
ioned to run their own 
summer schemes fitting in 
with the new policy of giving 
disabled children and their 
families a greater say in 
changing future services. 

Summer scheme co-ordinator 
Corrinia Vincent, who also 
teaches autistic children at 
Charlton School, spoke about 
some of the highlights of the 
four-week programme which 
included swimming, bowling, 
and going to the cinema. 

“We went to the London 
Wetlands Centre with almost 70 
children which was a fabulous 
day. We also went to the 
Woodlands Farm where the 


children made mosaic tiles and 
fed the animals,” said Corrinia. 

Prizewinner Bethany Green, 
13, who plumped for shopping 
vouchers, loves arts and 
crafts. The Thamesmead teen 
is now looking forward to 
starting back at Plumstead 
Manor School in Year 9. 

She said: “I haven’t decided 
what to spend the money on 
yet. I was going to get a mobile, 
but I’m hoping to get a new one 
for Christmas anyway.” 

Fourteen-year-old Charlton 
School pupil Tony Brown 
loves football and is a veteran 
member of the Charlton 
young person’s disabilities 
Foot-ball Team. He also swims 
for the Lions Swimming Club 
in Eltham and enjoys playing 
snooker with his grandad at his 
local Catholic Club. 

Grandad Raymond said:

Miriam said: “There

too.” 

The grand finale was a 
breakfast of eggs, bacon, 
beans, tomatoes and 
bread and butter - again 
produced by the young 
people themselves - and 
a big clear-up before 
heading off home at 
about noon. 

Keen cub Nathaniel, 
nine, a pupil at Montbelle 
Primary School in 
Milverton Way, told GT:

Family joy after 
dad’s transplant

HE’S got his colour back, 
so his two boys don’t call 
him Homer any more. 

Wayne Boden, the dad whose 
life seemed to be ebbing away 
in front of his family’s eyes, is 
a totally new man following 
a successful liver transplant 
in June. 

Wayne, 43, featured in GT’s 
10-week campaign to get more 
people in Greenwich to join 
the NHS Organ Donor 
Register. But we feared the 
worst as the jaundiced father 
of Jack, 15, and 12-year-old 
Charlie seemed to be getting 
weaker and weaker as well 
as not having one of the most 
common blood groups for 
a match. 

All that is history now as the 
lift company engineer is on 
the up again. 

Wayne said: “I got the phone 
call at 5.30 in the morning and 
it was like the Keystone Cops. 
I was at my girlfriend’s and we 
were running around bumping 
into each other after getting 
the voicemail from my dad. 

“I didn’t know if I was 
excited or scared. We 
got my stuff together and 
went to my dad’s, where the 
ambulance was waiting. We 
got the works, blue lights and 
siren, and in 15 minutes we 
were pulling into King’s 
College Hospital. 

“I was so high when we got 
there I don’t think I needed 



any anaesthetic! This is what 
I’d been waiting for. I told 
myself to calm down and get a 
perspective on it all.” 

Wayne’s three brothers 
and his girlfriend Michelle 
were there as well as his dad 
and two sons. “As the patient I 
could see the tension on 
everybody’s face and of course 


I had to say goodbye to 
everyone before the operation, 
which was awful,” said 
Wayne. “I was taken up to 
theatre on the third floor. 
There were about 20 people 
there waiting to greet me. 
I can’t praise them enough. 
They didn’t do anything 
without explaining it - they 



were wonderful.” 

Wayne was back in intensive 
care eight hours after the 
transplant carried out by 
Professor Nigel Heaton - and 
the liver was working straight 
away. “I was under sedation 
but my dad said my colour had 
come back immediately,” said 
Wayne. “Then I was waking 
up with various things being 
taken out of me. The nurses in 
intensive care were with me 
24/7 and just wonderful. I don’t 
think a member of the Royal 
Family would have got any 
better treatment. 

“I woke up and saw my dad 
and my girlfriend, and I 
thought, I’ve recovered! I’d 
said goodbye to them but now 
I was seeing them again. It 
was great. 

“Some friends who came in 
from work said I should do the 
Lottery now, but no amount of 
money could compare with 
how I feel now. I think being a 
positive thinker has helped 
and now I’ll try and help out 
as much as I can in terms of 
any experiments the hospital 
wants to carry out.” 

Wayne’s mentor Tony 
Belgrave, from Abbey Wood, 
who has also had a liver 
transplant, has been another 
great support to him. “Tony’s 
been there for me all the way,” 
said Wayne. “Michelle phoned 
him and he was there at the 
hospital with my family.” 

Wayne has not yet 
enquired about the organ 
donor who saved his life, but 
he told GT: “I can only tell 
the donor family: God bless 
them. They haven’t only 
made my life happier 
but a whole family as well. 
^ Their tragic loss has

I lived in Greenwich 
throughout the London 
blitz and recall so many 
terrible incidents. The one 
that will never leave me 
was in January 1941. 

When war was declared, I 
lived at 3 Halstow Road. I 
was terrified in this 
house, always feeling 
something would happen 
there. If no-one was at 
home I would not go in 
the house alone. 
Thankfully we moved to 5 
Mycenae Road and used 
the shelter in St George’s 
Church building in 
Westcombe Hill. 

It was the middle of 
January 1941, the curate 
of the church was playing 
the piano for a hymn 
singing session, when 
suddenly there was an 
enormous explosion, just 
as we were singing the 
hymn ‘Rescue the 
perishing, care for the 
dying.’ We found out that 
a huge bomb had dropped 
in Ormiston Road, right 
opposite where I had 
previously lived. Ten 
people were killed and 
houses 5-11 were 
completely destroyed. 

Some of the injured were 
brought into our shelter 
and the house 3 Halstow 
that I’d been so afraid of 
was also down. 

Had I been in the house I 
would have been 
sheltering in the cellar 
with the wrecked house on 
top of me. 

That incident still haunts 
me and I will never forget it 
amongst all the many bombs 
that fell in Greenwich.

Packed off for 
a great escape 


WARTIME evacuees tell 
their stories in a moving 
day of memories and 
nostalgia this weekend. 

With enemy bombing ex- 
pected at the start of World 
War Two, the youngsters 
were sent away as part of 
the most concentrated 
mass movement of people 
in Britain’s history. 

On Saturday, they talk 
about their experiences for 
Wartime Evacuees Day on 
Saturday, September 5. The 
event takes place at Fire- 
power, the Royal Artillery 
Museum, on the Royal 
Arsenal from 10.30am to 5pm. 

The day will include 
an exhibition of evacuee 
memorabilia by members 
of the local Evacuees 
Reunion Association, archive 
films and living history re- 
enactors. Visitors will also 
have a chance to meet and 
talk to evacuees them- 
selves about their exper- 
iences seven decades ago. 

Their evacuation was 
part of Operation Pied 
Piper which took place over 


heading out of the capital in September 1939 


the first four days of 
September 1939 when 
nearly three million 
people, mostly school- 
children, were transported 
to places of safety in 
the countryside. 

Firepower’s Eileen Noon 
explained that the 
authorities did not want 
chaotic scenes at 
London’s train and bus 
stations so insisted that 
parents said goodbye to 
their children in school 
playgrounds where they 
had to assemble. 

“For some, evacuation 
was a welcome adventure 
and escape from their 
homes in London. But 
for others it was a 
terrifying and heart- 
breaking separation from 
their parents and their 
friends,” said Eileen. 

“Nobody knew when 
they would return to 
London or if they would 
see their home again. 
Our Wartime Evacuees 
Day will give visitors 
the opportunity to meet 


evacuees and hear 
their stories first hand.” 

There will also be 
an exhibition about 
local people’s exper- 
iences during the war 
entitled Woolwich and 
the Blitz. 

And Firepower’s own 
living history team will 
be on duty giving 
visitors a chance to 
meet and talk to a war- 
time ARP air raid warden, 
two Royal Artillery 
Gunners, and soldiers 
manning an anti-tank 
gun as well as Local 
Defence Volunteers - 
the forerunners of the 
Home Guard made 
famous in BBC TV’s 
Dad’s Army.

Residents fight back 
against the stories 
knocking their town

ENOUGH is enough for 
Thamesmead residents fed up 
with their town being kicked 
every time some cynical 
newsroom suddenly needs a 
space to be filled. 

They turned to Greenwich Time 
to tell their side of their story of a 
community that’s always had 
spirit and has multi-million 
pound reasons to be cheerful 
about the future. 

We spent the best part of a day 
meeting and talking to various 
people across SE28, including a 
quick visit to idyllic Birchmere 
Lake, where more than 50 
youngsters took advantage of a 
taster fishing lesson put on by the 
Environment Agency. 

We’ll give over the centre spread 
in the next GT to allow 
Thamesmead to kick back - not 
least through the emergence 
of Trust Thamesmead’s 
‘Sporting Club Thamesmead’ - 
but meanwhile here’s our own 
taster on the subject. 

Twelve-year-old Sam Frost is a 
typically solid young citizen who 
likes to get involved in the 
community. He was in the 
angling team representing 
Greenwich at the prestigious 
London Youth Games. 

Sam said: “We had to catch as 
many fish as we could and came 
sixth out of 12 boroughs, so we 
did okay. What I like about 
Thamesmead are the lakes and 
open spaces. 

“I love fishing and we’ve 
got three lakes - Birchmere, 
Southmere and Thamesmere. I 
use all of them. Today has been 
great fun, catching lots of fish 
as usual!”

nevertheless, mud sticks. 

Barry Stokley, chairman of 
Thamesmead Town FC for the last 
two years, can see the club 
shooting up football’s pyramid as 
part of the £4.2million Sporting 
Club Thamesmead project that 
will increase sporting activity for 
the whole community. 

Barry told GT: “It’s all very 
positive and it’s great to get 
the support from the local 
authorities. It’s a great way to get 
the community together and it’s 
our ambition to get the club into 
Conference football in three or 
four years time. 

“It’s exactly a development like 
this that will attract good 
players. Everyone wants to be 
associated with success, and the 
football being played here under 
manager Keith McMahon is 
second to none.”

JOSE Meneses had a great 
Wimbledon and has already 
been invited back next year. 

No, not as a player but as a 
world-class tennis racquet 
stringer who literally adds to the 
tension at the game’s biggest 
tournament. 

The 43-year-old Portugese, 
who loves living in Greenwich 
because of his own naval back- 
ground, joined the Wimbledon 
team of stringers for the first 
time this year and absolutely 
loved it. 

“It was unbelievable. There 
were 12 stringers there emp- 
loyed by a company called 
Apollo. It was very exciting. All 
the players have different 
tensions to their racquets and 
that changes on the different 
surfaces too.” 

Some of the top players have 
their own stringers - including 
Roger Federer and Andy Murray 
- but Rafael Nadal uses the 
stringing team. “He’s a very nice 
and simple guy in that respect,” 
said Jose. 

The differences in the choice of 
strings are fascinating. “Roger’s 
main string is natural cow gut 
mixed with a very strong 
polyester on the cross string,” 
said Jose. “Murray is using 
polyester all the way around 


with no gut at all. It’s just 
personal preference related to 
the feel of the racquet. I think 
the best feel is natural gut but it 
is not the most durable.” 

Jose’s stringing career started 
20 years ago in Portugal while 
working as a receptionist at a 
professional tennis academy. 
“There was a string machine but 
no one knew how to use it. A 
stringer from Lisbon came for a 
tournament and in two weeks 
taught me the basics,” he said. 

“After that I improved by going 
on the internet and from books, 
then getting in a lot of practice 
at the academy because a good 
stringer needs to do it a lot. 

“It’s not about doing it quickly, 
it’s about perfection.” 

Dozens of satisfied customers 
include Pat Cash, Marat Safin, 
Carlos Moya, Kim Klisters and 
Arantxa Sanchez Vicario. 

A keen surfer in his native 
country, Jose was also a profess- 
ional roller-hockey player there. 
He’s from Oporto and banged his 
heart in respect to former FC 
Porto manager Sir Bobby 


Robson - “a great man who 
touched millions of hearts”. 

Jose also worked as a barman, 
waiter “and even as a pizza 
chef!” He added: “But this is my 
best job, stringing racquets. I 
was at Roland Garros (the 
French Open) in 2006 and did the 
job for Portugal in the Davis Cup 
against Ukraine and South 
Africa. 

“It’s great to chat sometimes to 
the star players. The atmosphere

at Wimbledon was fantastic, the 
company said I did a good job 
and they have asked to go back 
next year, so I’m very happy.” 

Jose works for the tennis-led 
Wigmore Sports store in the 
West End, stringing tennis, 
squash and badminton racquets, 
around 25 a day on his trusty 
machine. 

He also strings racquets 
locally, using France’s famous 
Babolat strings, at virtually half 
price. He’s also being courted by 
Londontennis.com to be their 
resident stringer. He said: “It’s a 
great website. You find courts, 
enter competitions, post your 
results and even sell your 
racquet.” 

When in Portugal, Jose chose 
the Navy for his two-year 
national service, so coming to 
Greenwich was almost a given 
for him. He said: “I love the 
oceans and boats, especially the 
old vessels, so one day I came to 
visit the Cutty Sark and went to 
the National Maritime Museum. 

“I saw the park and the river. I 
rented a few places in other 
parts of London but nothing 
compares with Greenwich for 
me. I’m very lucky to live here 
and work in London.”

Spot check 
nets 4,000 
illegal discs 

THREE traders from Plumstead face 
prosecution after more than 4,000 
illegal CDs and DVDs were seized by 
Greenwich Council trading standards 
officers. 

The operation was part of a general 
exercise led by Greenwich Council to 
crack down on counterfeit goods being 
sold in the borough. 

They ran a two-day operation carrying 
out spot checks in and around 
Plumstead High Street last month. 
Officers found counterfeit releases of 
new Bollywood films, pornographic 
material and unclassified films without 
age ratings. 

The traders concerned had ignored 
previous Trading Standards advice to 
sell legally classified and original films. 
Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, said: “This 
sends out a strong message to traders 
that if they choose to ignore trading 
standards advice, they will be found and 
possibly prosecuted. I would encourage 
all businesses to follow the appropriate 
guidelines on selling legally classified 
and original films in order to avoid 
having their goods confiscated and even 
worse face prosecution.”

A safe haven 
on the streets 
of Greenwich

YOUNG London citizens 
aged eight andover 
are working with East 
Greenwich traders to 
help keep all children 
safe on the streets. 

The youngest members 
of a charity which works 
for justice, respect and 
equality across the capital 
managed to get almost 50 
shops and businesses 
along Trafalgar Road to 
put ‘City Safe Haven’ 
stickers up in their 
windows within the first 
three weeks of the local 
campaign. 

The young people, led by 
London Citizens’ reps 
from The John Roan 
School and the primary 
schools of St Joseph’s and 
St Alfege with St Peter’s, 
then got together with the 
businesses, community 
leaders and police for 
informal lunch and 
discussion at the 
Forum@Greenwich 
Community Centre. 

Now the idea is that any 
child who feels isolated or 
threatened out on the 
street can go into a 
building displaying a ‘City 
Safe Haven’ sticker until 
help arrives. 


Alex Okoibhole, aged nine, 
from St Joseph’s RC 
primary in Commerell 
Street, was one of the 
speakers at the lunch. 

She said: “What we are 
doing now is the first step 
to create places where all 
young people can feel safe 
- and where they can run 
to if they are in trouble.” 

She added: “None of this 
would be possible without 
our fantastic shopkeepers!” 

Alex was at the get- 
together with fellow- 
London Citizen Bridy 
Purcell, 12, a traveller girl 
who featured on the front 
of GT in April. Bridy 
came along with her 
younger brother Johnny, 
11, and mum Elizabeth. 

Bridy, a student at St 
Ursula’s Convent, Black- 
heath, told us: “I think 
this scheme is really good, 
and we’re trying to get as 
many stores as we can to 
join.” 

Eddy Wong from Alacosta 
Coffee in Trafalgar Road 
was the first to sign up in 
Greenwich. 

He said: “I think this is a 
marvellous idea. We are 


surrounded by schools 
where we are and we open 
at 8am. This is a small 
community, we see the 
families come past, we 
know most of the 
children, and we’re 
watching them grow up.” 

Police Sergeant Andy 
McVicker, the leader of 
the Safer Neighbourhoods 
team for Greenwich 
Peninsula, said: “I think 
having this lunch is an 
excellent idea. It’s 
all about working in 
partnership to try to 
resolve the issues that 
arise.” 

London Citizens Comm- 
unity organiser Sebastien 
Chapleau taught at St 
Joseph’s primary for three 
years. 

He said: “Our charity is 
ah about bringing people 
together to work on issues 
for the common good.” 

He is currently building 
teams of all ages to 
campaign around the 
issues of safety, ecology, 
housing and education.

Windows of 
opportunity 
for artists 

A PAIR of Eltham shops were given a 
facelift after students from a local school 
dropped by with their arty ideas. 

Students from Crown Woods Secondary 
School brightened up the empty 
shopfronts in Eltham Arcade with an eye- 
catching art display. 

The project was agreed by the arcade’s 
managing agents Urban Property Ltd, the 
school and Eltham’s town centre 
manager. 

The arcade - just off Eltham High Street 
opposite the library - was built in the 
early 20th century and houses a cafe and 
several independent traders as well as a 
former ballroom which is now a DIY 
store. Many Eltham shops have reported 
an increase in customer spending despite 
the economic downturn, suggesting a 
wider renewed consumer confidence. And 
the vacant shops are a much more 
attractive prospect to potential 


entrepreneurs after being spruced up by 
the artisan pupils. 

Options for brightening up other vacant 
units in the town are being examined, 
including possible mural artwork on 
shop hoardings. 

Councillor Peter Brooks, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 


regeneration, said: “It’s extremely 
pleasing to see students from a 
Greenwich school showing off their 
artistic talent and helping to brighten up 
the day of passers-by. I’m sure that many 
people will find themselves stopping to 
admire the very striking works on 
display.” 


Street squad 

New environment champions 
help to keep the borough clean

NEW teams of community 
champions are helping to 
keep an eye on the state of 
our streets with the help 
of Greenwich Council. 

More than 100 people have 
signed up to be Environment 
Champions who will work 
with the council to keep on 
top of community cleanliness. 

Volunteers will report 
environmental issues to the 
council’s Contact Centre as 
well as organise and par- 
ticipate in community clean 
up days in problem areas and 
carry out monitoring inspec- 
tions of local streets. 

The borough-wide scheme 
was launched by the council 
in July to support individuals 
and community groups who 
are already active in trying 
to keep the borough clean 
and green. It’s also a chance 
for locals to have a say on 
cleansing issues and give 
feedback on the council’s 
response. 

A seven-strong team of 
Environment Champions were 
out pounding the streets of 
Eltham on a local street 
inspection earlier this month. 

With clipboards at the 
ready, they were keen to 
report any unsightly mess to 
the council to be dealt with 
by Cleansweep, waste services 



or cleansing. 

The streets are graded from 
A-D on cleanliness in a 
number of categories: graffiti 

- unsightly tags on walls and 
property; litter - street level 
muck like fast food wrappers 
and plastic packaging; detritus 

- the debris that collects by 
the kerbside, and fly posting 

- posters that have been 
daubed on disused shop 
fronts, walls and lamposts. 

Volunteer Lisa Laber who is 
chair of a local housing 
panel, told GT: “I got 
involved because I want to 
make the streets better. I 
think we can make a 
difference - but the way to do 
it is to get out and find out 
how it works. If you say 
nothing, you get nothing. This 
is our chance to have a say.” 

And she added: “We did the 
alley, the park and around 
the local shops. We went out 
in a group with a council 
supervisor, but it would be 
nice to do it all on our own. 
We scored the area and said 
what we think needs doing. 
I’m really nosey, so I’m going 
to keep going back and 
checking that the plans we 
made have been implemented!”

A treasured trail 

Locals help plan future care of popular footpath

A POPULAR pathway that 
leads to beautiful open 
spaces and waterways in 
Thamesmead is the subject 
of a special feature film to 
be shown later this month. 

The 10-minute documentary - 
The Ridgeway: Through your 
Eyes - is having an outdoor 
screening underneath the 
arches at Harrow Manor Way 
flyover, Thamesmead, from 7pm 
on Friday, September 11. 

The film outlines plans for the 
Ridgeway - a three and a half 
mile path that runs from 
Plumstead Railway Station 
through Thamesmead to Cross- 
ness pumping station. The 
elevated pathway sits on top of 
a Victorian sewer and provides 
a green link to a network of 
open spaces and waterways in 
Thamesmead and Erith marshes. 
But it has also tended to 
become a focal point for fly 
tippers, joyriders and other 
forms of anti social behaviour. 

The film is part of the 


Ridgeway masterplan - an action 
plan designed to improve 
maintenance, care and use of 
the thoroughfare and link it to 
other routes in the area. 

The video includes comments 
from 60 residents, visitors and 
local community groups 
including the Plumstead 


Runners, the YMCA sailing club 
and Thamesmead Youth Forum. 
The film is part of an hour-long 
presentation which also includes 
the screening of an archive film 
showing the development 
and early days of the Thames- 
mead area. 

Locals can also see a draft 


document of the Ridgeway 
Masterplan which has been 
produced in consultation with 
landowner Thames Water and 
local people by Greenwich and 
Bexley Councils in a joint project. 
The event will include refresh- 
ments, reed weaving and a chance 
to win an i-pod. 

The boroughs are working with 
Design for London, part of the 
London Development Agency, 
which works with the London 
boroughs to create well-designed 
urban projects. 

Cllr Peter Brooks, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “The Ridgeway 
is a green corridor much valued by 
the adults, young people and 
children who use it as a footpath, 
as a place to play, a place to forage 
and simply as a place of tranquil 
natural beauty. 

“Part of the aim is to create a 
greater sense of safety and we 
hope that this masterplan will help 
regenerate this valued green space 
and unite local communities in 
helping to care for it.”

Comic timing 

Comedy festival returns to the borough bringing 
a gaggle of gags and loads of laughter

SET your jaw to 
‘ache’ and sides to 
‘split’ as the 
Greenwich 
Comedy Festival 
roles into town this month. 

Big name performers from the 
world of stand up and beyond, 
include Jo Brand, Rich Hall 
and Russell Howard. 

Russell is a regular on topical 
news-based panel show, Mock 
the Week - hosted by Dara 
O’Briain - and Jo has been on 
the circuit for decades. 
American comic Rich Hall’s 
deadpan style has made him a 
favourite of British audiences 
over the years, and putting in a 
rare live appearance at the 
shindig is Manchester punk- 
poet John Cooper Clarke. 

The festival is held over four 
venues from September 7-13, 
with the main hub in the 
grounds of the Old Royal 
Naval College. 

Greenwich Theatre hosts acts 
nightly from Monday 7 to 
Friday 11. Names at the 
theatre on Crooms Hill include 
BBC grumpy old man Arthur 
Smith, and change-the-world 
activist-comic Mark Thomas. 
The recession has provided 
much material for comedians, 
and Thomas has jumped the 
wagon with a show called ‘It’s 
the Stupid Economy,’ which - if 
you’re lucky - may be audible 
over the rustle of Guardians 
and Fair Trade sweet 
wrappers. More light-hearted 
and off beat laughter is served 
up from Adam Buxton - he of 


Adam and Joe fame - with the 
Evolution of Music Video at 
the theatre on Friday, 
September 11. 

Greenwich has a rich history 
of comedy, with the Up the 
Creek club still a weekly sell 
out on Fridays and Saturdays. 
Founded by comedy legend 
Malcolm Hardee - who sadly 
drowned accessing his floating 
pub moored on the Thames in 
2005, the club followed 
Hardee’s earlier venture, the 
Tunnel Club on Tunnel 


Avenue. He is credited with 
persuading Jo Brand on to the 
comedy circuit. 

The club on Creek Road is on 
board with the festival, but it’s 
pretty much business as usual 
as the Friday and Saturday 
shows are present and correct. 
The only notable change to the 
weekly itinerary is a Sunday 
Special on - you guessed it - 
Sunday, September 13. 
Laughter all round then. Well, 
no, actually. For punters who

This is 
our chance to show audiences what 
we can do ourselves, and having 
recruited a team with extensive 
experience of working for the Royal 
Shakespeare Company I have no 
doubt that this is finally the time for 
Greenwich Theatre to reclaim its 
place on the national theatre scene. 
Alongside our own work, there are 
also a number of fresh collaborations 
included in the season - among them 
a partnership with New Perspectives 
Theatre Company to present the 
stage premiere of a show called Farm 
Boy. Written by former children's 
laureate Michael Morpurgo, this is the 
sequel to the West End hit War Horse 
so it’s quite a coup for Greenwich. 
Then in November we are co- 
producing a national touring 
production of Dracula which is set to 
use circus skills, film and music to 
tell Bram Stoker’s unforgettable tale. 
That’s just a flavour of what’s in store, 
with the full season available on our 
website. I have no doubt that there is 
much to be proud of and I’m certainly 
looking forward to seeing all of the 
company’s hard work coming to 
fruition. Now all I need to do is think 
of a way to top it all for the next 
season...

Iraq war tackled in new movie that combines action, 
serious content, and a surprising choice of director 


THERE have 

^ W been countless 

I war films made 
over the years - 
some good, 

some bad, and many ugly. 
Every new conflict throws up 
scores of all-action flicks - 
invariably American and 
invariably heroic and 
testosterone fuelled. What 
makes The Hurt Locker 
original from the outset, is 
that it was directed by a 
member of the fairer sex, not 
a bloke - which is sure to give 
it a different flavour. 

Martin McHugh digested 
the film... 

THERE is good reason to 
think that this film may be 
nominated for best picture at 
next year’s Oscars. Not only 
for its technical brilliance but 
also for good writing and a 
genuinely dispassionate and 
apolitical look at America at 
war. The film is set in present 
day war- torn Iraq and 
follows the fortunes of a 
bomb disposal team. 

So far, so what? Well, for one 
thing the film goes a long 
way toward informing us 
about what it is really like 
out there where some of our 
own people - even our own 
relatives - may be fighting 
today. 

Although it is a great, great 
entertaining two hours with 
a lot of action, it is serious 
too and ‘embeds’ us into a

CHRIS Swadkin, the borough’s 
‘Mr Cricket’, enjoyed his own 
Ashes moment at the Oval when 
his outstanding services to the 
grass roots game was recognised 
with an award presented by 
Sky Sports presenter and ex- 
England captain Michael 
Atherton. 

He was one of just seven coaches 
from southern England to receive 
the ‘Reward and Recognition’ from 
Sky Sports as part of their ECB 
Coach Education Programme. 

The Blackheath CC member and 
leading light in the cricket 
development group that works in 
Greenwich schools and organises 
district teams at primary and 
secondary levels, received his award 
during the fifth Ashes-winning Test. 

He was chosen for the award after 
“consistently displaying dedication 
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and professionalism” at county and 
district level as well as within 
Blackheath CC. Blackheath Under 
15s won the national competition, 
and the club’s results have steadily 
improved in recent years. 

Chris said: “The benefits of Sky 
Sports sponsoring grass roots 
cricket are fantastic. It is so 
important to improve the levels of 
coaching in local clubs, to be able to 
develop cricket as a game on the 
pitch. Without the help of Sky 
Sports this would not be possible.” 

Since the beginning of Sky’s 
sponsorship in 2006 nearly 13,000 
coaches have gone through the scheme, 
more than double the original target 
and for every professional cricketer 
in England and Wales, there are now 
over 60 grass root coaches.

TWO hours before the 
important game with 
Walsall kicked off at The 
Valley, Bartram’s lounge 
was the place to be for 
assorted Charlton fans 
and ex-players.

On hand to 
supervise proceedings 
was Wendy Perfect, 
promoter of Charlton 
Club, which oversees 
Valley Gold. Lifelong 
stalwart Wendy proudly 
pointed out: “Our squad 
at Leyton Orient in 
midweek featured six 
youth team graduates. 
And the board includes 
the likes of Paul 
Konchesky and Scott 
Parker, who went on to 
play for England.” 

Still looking fit enough to 


play, Richard Rufus 
recalled with affection his 
early days at Sparrows 
Lane. “I loved my time 
there except when John 
Yarnton made us do the 
hoovering after training! I 
wasn’t keen on that but I 
owed so much to the 
coaching and guidance of 
Colin Clarke and John 
Cartwright.” 

Current Charlton 
manager Phil Parkinson 
paid his own tribute to 
the Academy by releasing 
all seven young players in 
his Walsall squad to 
attend the ceremony. 
Among them was 19 year- 
old winger Scott 
Wagstaff, who later 
scored his first-ever 
senior goal to seal victory 
over Walsall.

FOR the first time since the 
season kicked off, football 
emerged last weekend from 
the shadow of a summer 
spent in thrall to cricket. 
And what an impossible act 
the Ashes were to follow. 

There’s still so much to digest 
from a series bookended by that 
Rorkes Drift stand between 
Jimmy Anderson and Monty 
Panesar at the start and the 
final, gallant capitulation of 
Michael Hussey at the end. 

In between there was the sheer 
class of Ricky Ponting, Freddie 
Flintoff's golden arm, Stuart 
Broad's coming of age, Graham 
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Swann’s unsung heroics and 
the inescapable conclusion that 
the Ashes were regained by 
England's bowlers - with the 
bat. It was terrific theatre. 

Move on we must, of course, 
and that meant for Charlton a 
potentially tricky trip to 
Prenton Park to protect their 
100 per cent league record 
against Tranmere. They made 
an impressive fist of it, too, with 
this imperious dismissal of 
John Barnes’ Rovers. Two goals 
in each half were no more than 
Charlton deserved in 
outclassing hapless opposition. 

The visitors’ superiority was 


quickly established. In a one- 
sided opening, Jonjo Shelvey 
forced a diving save from Luke 
Davies, Christian Dailly headed 
Shelvey’s corner narrowly wide 
and the superb Deon Burton 
exploited Aaron Cresswell’s 
error to produce a fine tip-over 
from Davies. 

Any gnawing concern that the 
Addicks might pay for their 
failure to make the most of their 
chances was dismissed by a pair 
of brilliant goals scored within 
a minute of each other midway 
through the first half.
